Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/19/2010 has been entered.

The inventions listed as Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
invariant linking all the groups is N-acyl guanidine moiety. This is not a contribution 
over prior art because compounds with this groups are well known in the art, see for 
example US 4496573.

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims.
